Hold your applause 
for Bravo women 

If the shows of the Bravo network were

PROBLEM 

WEST SIDE NEIGHBORHOODS HIT HARDEST 
AS DRUG ARRESTS, SEIZURES INCREASE

REDEYE 

The few blocks along Central Park Avenue 
between Roosevelt Road and Douglas 
Boulevard in North Lawndale have fallen on 
hard times, spurred in part by foreclosures and 
drugs. 

The area doesn’t lure visitors with its African 
Heritage Garden, off 12th Place, which typi- 
cally features vegetable beds and wooden 
trellises covered in flowers during the sum- 
mer. Most residents and visitors are forced 
to stand on the corner outside the “public 
garden” because the area is fenced and locked 
year-round, save for a few special events dur- 
ing warmer weather. 

A more public 
display recently was 
just off the block, on 
13th Place. Dozens 
of Hennessy cognac 
bottles, a Scrabble 
game and a few stuffed 
animals were placed 
at a shuttered resi- 
dence as a memorial 
to Roy Williams, 29, 
known to friends as 
“Nose,” who was shot 
to death on the block 
in November. Williams’ death, which has not 
been connected to drug activity, is indicative 
of a neighborhood plagued with violence. The 
memorial has since been removed. 

This neighborhood, as with some other areas 
of the city, also is plagued with foreclosures and 
drugs, neighbors told RedEye. The one-block 
area around 1300 S. Central Park Ave. has 
seen about 100 incidents of heroin possession 
since June 2007, including 10 in the past three 
months, according to everyblock.com, which 
tracks Chicago crime based on data from the 
Chicago Police Department. 


Data shows Chicago’s heroin problem is 
getting worse, especially in West Side neigh- 
borhoods such as North Lawndale. Police say 
arrests for possession of more than 15 grams 
of heroin were up about 50 percent in 2009 
compared to 2008. Meanwhile, officers in the 
Chicago Police Department’s narcotics divi- 
sion seized more than 57,000 grams of heroin 
in 2009, up from about 26,500 grams in 2004, 
according to CPD data. 

Last week, the Illinois House passed a mea- 
sure that would increase the penalty for possess- 
ing 5 grams of heroin with intent to sell. These 
heroin dealers would face at least four to six years 
in prison under the legislation, which awaits 
Senate approval. 

A RedEye analysis 
of preliminary police 
data from November, 
December and January 
found that heroin is 
more prevalent on the 
West Side than the 
North and South sides. 
Residents in these hot 
spots say they have 
become accustomed 
to seeing drug mar- 
kets, and the heroin 
problem goes hand-in- 
hand with the high number of crime incidents 
and foreclosures and the low number of jobs in 
their area. They say they want change —but feel 
like it won’t come to their block. 

History repeating 

“They’re going to do their thing no matter,” said 
James Tankieway referring to the drug dealers. 
Tankieway 46, lives in the 1300 block of South 
Central Park Avenue. 

Shameta Murphy, 36, said she’s been trying 
move off the block for months. On a recent 
morning, Murphy walked with her young

daughter, Anastasia, through the alley behind 
the block. 

“It didn’t use to be like this,” she said, point- 
ing to the litter in the alley, which is near Millard 
Playlot Park. “It just went downhill.” 

Murphy cites the heroin problem as one of the 
reasons for the decline of her block in the last few 
years. Drugs are familiar territory for Murphy 
who said her father and mother, who lives off the 
block, struggled with addiction for years. 

When asked where she would move if she 
could, Murphy replied, ‘Anywhere but here.” 

About 2 miles northeast of Murphy’s block 


is another beleaguered spot for heroin: West 
Wilcox Street between California and Erancisco 
avenues in East Garfield Park. The area around 
the block has recorded about 175 incidents 
for heroin possession since June 2007, includ- 
ing about a dozen incidents in the past three 
months, according to Everyblock. 

In May a police camera was installed at Wilcox 
and Erancisco at the request of Aid. Robert 
Eioretti (2nd). The camera at the corner, which 
is between New Greater Exodus Missionary 
Baptist Church and St. Joseph Baptist Church, 
hasn’t dissuaded foot traffic, neighbors say 
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? -SHAMETA MURPHY, NORTH LAWNDALE RESIDENT 
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One recent chilly December afternoon, a 
group of young men hung out at the corner 
laughing, chatting with friends and nodding 
to the school bus that rumbled past. The 
men, who declined to give their full names, 
told RedEye the camera makes them feel like 
prisoners in their own neighborhood but it 
doesn’t stop them from doing what they want 
to do. 

The camera may not have decreased the 
foot traffic to that corner, but there has been 
a decline in reported incidents of heroin pos- 
session in the area since the camera was set up, 
Everyblock data shows. 

In the six-month period after installation, 
there have been 33 incidents of white heroin 


possession in the immediate area of the 2800 
block of West Wilcox Street, down from 57 
incidents during the same period in 2008, 

Eioretti said cosmetic changes to the area 
including removal of a large tree that con- 
cealed drug deals and addition of lights to a 
nearby alley have helped reduce drug transac- 
tions, But the block needs more police pres- 
ence if it’s going to have a chance at survival, 
Eioretti said, 

“Cameras, technologies don’t take the 
place of police officers on foot,” said Eioretti, 
who was elected in 2007, “With effective 
community involvement with the Police 
Department, we will take back the streets 
block by block,”

Police response 

Chicago Police Sgt, Antoinette Ursitti said the 
police have been focusing not on the dealers 
who sell heroin, but on the suppliers furnishing 
the dealers with drugs, Ursitti said police have 
been using search warrants, typically obtained 
through wiretaps and undercover operations, 
to focus on mid- and high-level drug suppliers 
and traffickers. Police executed about 1,200 
search warrants in 2009, up from 475 warrants 
in 2008, Ursitti said, 

‘At the end of 2009, the narcotics section 
{of the CPD} alone saw nearly a quarter billion 
dollars of controlled substance, which is an 
increase of more than $70 million of what was 
seen in 2008,” Ursitti said. 

The drug trade, along with the foreclosure 
crisis, has hit East Garfield Park hard. The area, 
named Chicago’s “most up-and-coming neigh- 
borhood” by BusinessWeek in 2007, has seen 
its real estate prices plummet, Erom November 
through January, the median sales price for 
homes was $59,500, down 39 percent from the 
same period a year ago, according to real estate 
search engine Trulia, 


The Rev Walter Arthur McCray, 58, who has 
lived in the same house at Erancisco and Wilcox 
since he was a boy, said he has seen the change in 
his neighborhood, McCray, a Chicago preacher 
for more than three decades, said he’s coun- 
seled drug users and sellers, and their children 
and grandchildren, on his block. He blamed 
the recent uptick in drugs on the economy and 
lack of jobs in the area. He said the new police 
camera, which he can see from his living room, 
hasn’t dissuaded dealers, 

“I try to keep drugs away from my environ- 
ment, I will say to young men and women, ‘Hey, 
you can’t post your business here,’ ” McCray 
said, “The camera don’t mean nothing, ,„ 
Everybody knows this is the spot,” 

But it’s unclear how much longer McCray will 
be fighting to save the sanctity of his block, Eor 
now, he’s fighting to save his home, McCray, an 
author of black spiritual guides, said his house 
is in the midst of foreclosure mostly because he 
had to close his side business, a grocery store 
near the United Center, 

If he loses his home, he will be like many oth- 
ers on the block. But like his neighbors, McCray 
said he will find a way to cope, 

“I ain’t afraid,” McCray said, “I believe the 
Lord going to take care of me,”

Restrictions of new legislation could 
make it difficult to operate in Chicago

Every day, a silver van 
visits a Chicago neigh- 
borhood plagued with 
drug problems and 
distributes free, clean 
needles. 

The needle exchange 
van — run by the health 
cooperative Chicago 
Recovery Alliance— 
visits West Garfield 
Park, Humboldt Park, 

Edgewater and Grand Boulevard, among other neighborhoods, in two- 
hour shifts on different days. The group hopes to stem the spread of 
sexually transmitted diseases through use of dirty needles. 

RedEye recently spent a few hours in the van when it visited Uptown 
and Woodlawn. During that time, visitors to the van were more inter- 
ested in picking up the free alcohol swabs than the free needles. 

Needle exchange programs could be forced to change their operations 
under federal legislation approved last year by the US. House. The legisla- 
tion would alter the federal funding models for programs that operate within 
1,000 feet of schools, libraries and parks. 

The measure passed 264-153 in the House and was placed on the US. 
Senate calendar. If the legislation is approved, needle exchange pro- 
grams would find it difficult to operate in Chicago, which has more than 
500 parks, 79 libraries and hundreds of schools across the city

Restaurant race gap? 

Survey finds disparity between front, back workers

Kitchen worker Carlos Garcia envies the wait- 
ers who make more money and suffer fewer 
aches than those like him in the “back of the 
house,” The very term, common in restaurants, 
speaks to a divide that is conspicuous yet often 
overlooked by diners. 

The division of labor plays out in Loop steak- 
houses and Wrigleyville sports pubs: Taking the 
order or seating the clients is the girl next door, 
most likely white, while a cadre of young Mexican 
men construct the meal behind the scenes. 

In a first-of-its-kind survey released this 
month, a Chicago labor advocacy group detailed 
the segregation of restaurants and the unequal 
pay and working conditions that exist between 
the front and back of the house. It found that 
nearly 8o percent of whites work in the front, 
nearly two- thirds of Hispanics in the back. 

Highlighting the issue, the Restaurant 
Opportunities Center of Chicago teamed with 
the Working Hands Legal Clinic this month to file 
its first federal lawsuit, against an Andersonville 
eatery that allegedly mistreated its kitchen staff. 


Meanwhile, the McCormick & Schmick’s chain 
recently paid $i,i million to settle a class-action 
suit by black employees who said they were 
passed over for jobs. 

In a unique industry snapshot, the Restaurant 
Opportunities Center, a labor advocacy group 
with chapters nationwide, surveyed nearly 6oo 
Chicago workers. Beyond the racial disparities, 
it found that salaries in the kitchen are 40 per- 
cent less. 

Still, experts agree it can be hard to determine 
when restaurants are discriminating and when 
they merely are hiring staff that best fits their 
image and can interact well with the public, 
Carol Miaskoff, assistant legal counsel for the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, 
said restaurants are an especially gray area. When 
restaurant owners talk about “people skills,” that 
taps into social constructs, 

‘AJl of us use stereotypes and social psycholo- 
gy in pegging new people that we are meeting. If 
you allow this use of stereotypes to run amok, if 
you don’t have procedures in place, you can have 
a situation that is discrimination,” she said.

Also Friday, police said they discovered a 
newborn girl, who had been wrapped in a plas- 
tic bag and placed in the closet of her home 
in the 6100 block of North Sheridan Road. 
Charges have been brought in both cases. 

Citywide, 16 homicides have been recorded 
so far this month. Chicago police recorded 
25 homicides in February last year, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data found.

Distraught audience members were hus- 
tled out of the stadium immediately, and the 
park was closed. 

Dawn Brancheau, a 40 -year-old with 
extensive training experience, drowned fol- 
lowing a show as at least two dozen tourists 
looked on from above a whale tank and from 
an underwater viewing area. 

A former contractor with SeaWorld told 
the Orlando Sentinel that the whale, Tilikum, 
is typically kept isolated from SeaWorld’s 
other killer whales and that trainers were not 
allowed to get in the water with him because 
of his violent history 

A SeaWorld spokesman said Tilikum was 
one of three orcas blamed for killing a trainer 
in 1991 after the woman lost her balance and 
fell in the pool at Sealand of the Pacific in 


Victoria, British Columbia.Tilikum also was 
involved in a 1999 death, when the body of a 
man who had sneaked past SeaWorld security 
was found draped over him. 

SeaWorld executive Chuck Tompkins con- 
firmed what witnesses saw, that Brancheau 
was pulled into the water by Tilikum, a 
12,000-pound male killer whale. 


A retired couple from Michigan told The 
Associated Press that Wednesday’s killing 
happened as a show was winding down. 

Spectator Eldon Skaggs said Brancheau 
was on a platform with the whale and was 
massaging it. Then, Skaggs said, the whale 
“pulled her under and started swimming 
around with her.” 


Colo, teacher 
hailed as hero 

LITTLETON, Colo. The math teacher who 
has become a national hero after breaking 
up a potentially deadly school shooting near 
the site of the Columbine massacre said 
Wednesday that he was simply doing his job. 

Authorities said the 32-year-old gunman 
opened fire Tuesday in the parking lot with a 
bolt-action rifle at the end of the school day 
as terrified teenagers ran for their lives. He 
allegedly had just wounded two students and 
seemed ready to unleash more violence when 
David Benke sprung into action. 

Benke confronted the gunman, tackled him 
and pinned him to the ground with the help 
of another teacher, stopping what could have 
been a much more violent encounter.

you are doing everything but score,” said Parise, who failed to score 
on his first 13 shots of the tournament, “The goalie was great, and 
we did a good job of sticking with it. We were pretty confident and

VANCOUVER This border rivalry has raged for two 
decades, since before women’s hockey was an 
Olympic sport. 

Canada and the U.S. team have won every gold 
medal, every world championship, every big 
international prize their sport offers. Most of the time, 
they’ve faced no real competition except each other. 

Heck, only Sweden has broken through to the big 
finale— four years ago In Torino, where the Americans 
made an Olympic mistake they hope to remedy 
Thursday. In front of a raucous crowd cheering for 
the home team, the Americans will meet Canada 
again in the long-anticipated gold-medal match of 
the Vancouver Games.

When groom Dana Hanna whipped out his cell 
phone at the altar to use Twitter and update 
his Facebook status— married— during his 
November wedding in Maryland, he became 
an instant TbuTube sensation. 

Some brides and grooms say they might find 
it sweet to tweet, just not at the altar. 

“Since most of my friends communicate 
through Facebook or Twitter, I see it as a good 
thing. That’s a way of communicating what 
you’re excited about,” said Jennifer Kern, 27, 
who will be getting married on Long Island in 
June 2011. “I probably will update my Facebook 
status at least once during the day” 

Some brides have truly embraced the Twitter 
and Facebook phenomenon. In addition to 
the maid of honor, brides now have a “tweet 
of honor” or “chief Twitterer”— a person des- 
ignated to tweet the wedding and reception. 

“It’s almost like being an emcee for the 
wedding, but in the 
Twitter world,” said 
Mindy Howard, a venue 
coordinator who runs 
tweetmywedding.com 
and two other bridal/ 
tweeting blogs. 

Howard said she’s seen 
wedding Twittering take 
off recently 

“I’m astounded at the 
amount of Twitter that is 
coming from weddings — 
and not just from guests 
that are bored,” Howard 
said. “I think we are 
headed toward integrating 
everything we do socially” 

Etiquette is important. 


Howard says. There shouldn’t be any tweeting 
during the ceremony, only before and after. 
Tweeting should never be disruptive. People 
shouldn’t tweet anything they wouldn’t say out 
loud. 

“I don’t endorse bad manners,” Howard said. 
“Responsible tweeting, and no tipsy tweeting.” 

Anne Chertoff, editor of the AOL wedding 
site aisledash.com, also urges restraint. Guests 
“should be paying attention, watching the cer- 
emony, listening to the ceremony, being a part 
of the moment.” 

As for the bride and groom, “It’s your wed- 
ding day; your real friends and family, unlike 
your Facebook friends, are there. You don’t 
have to be like. Just kissed the bride.’ They saw 
that,” she said. 

And if you want to update those who couldn’t 
make your wedding? Well, said Chertoff, “that’s 
why you have a video. So you can make them 
watch it afterward.'
